Julian Thomas, the bright little 
nine year old lad, the son of Mr.

passed away’last Thursday morn¬ 
ing, April 5th, after months of 
sevejre and painful illness. 

The funeral services took place 
under the direction of Mr. G. L. 
Jacques at Shimp’s hall on G«od 
Friday afternoon. In the absence 
of Fr. Smith, of High River, 
whose arrival was prevented on 
account of the bad condition of 
the roads, the Rev. A. R. Schrag 
took charge of the service. The 
remains were afterwards laid to 
rest in the Vulcan cemetery. 

The ‘Advocate’ joins with the 
many sympathizing friends in 
extending their condolences to 
the bereaved family. 


As the result of a cave-in in 
the fhigh HiM mine on Tuesday, 
April 10th a miner has been en¬ 
tombed, and up to the time of 
going to press he had not been 
liberated. The work of recover¬ 
ing him is still in progress. 

The cave-in occured at ten 
o’clock yesterday morning, en¬ 
tombing Harry Pinchain, an Ital¬ 
ian who has only started to work 
at the mine during the last two 
or three days. Immediately the 
accident occurred the miners 
from the Reid Hill mine were 
phoned for. The Reid Hill men 
went over at once and commenced 
on the work of liberating Pin- 
chain, but up to noon today no 
word of his having been reached 
had arrived in town. As Pinchain 
has only been in the district for a 1 
.few days nothing is known about 
him or where he came from.

A Number of Very Important 
Measures Were 
PAssed 


An exceptionally large congre¬ 
gation greeted the minister and 
Board of Management upon the 
dedication of the new Church on 
Easter Sunday morning.— A 
noticeable proportion of farmers 
from the outlying districts were 
present, evidence of the fact that 
the morning service now institut¬ 
ed will prove acceptable to many 
of those who live at a distance. 

The advent of a Church in the 
community has been long delayed 
but this is surely offset by the 
beautiful, commodious and • con¬ 
veniently arranged edifice that 
was dedicated on Sunday morn¬ 
ing. The building is an adapta¬ 
tion of the bungalow style, to 
which is added an embattled 
tower. Pilasters run up along 
the sides of exposed beams. The 
whole'covering is a combination 
of siding and a belt course of 
shingles encircling^the window 
area. The interior of the build¬ 
ing the trim is of fir, finished in 
dark stain and flat varnish. The 
walls are a soft cream with a 
wainscoting in tobacco brown, a 
decidedly pleasing effect, in 
design and colouring. Electric 
lighting is by means of holophane 
distributing shades, and the fix- 


The regular meeting of the 
village council was held on Thurs¬ 
day evening at the offices of the 
secretary-treasurer. All the 
councillors were present and the 
medical health officer was in at¬ 
tendance. The meeting was tak¬ 
en up largely with the considera¬ 
tion of bylaws, those dealt with 
being the cemetery, the milk 
dealers, .the scavenging, the 
health, and the nuisance ground 
bylaws. 

.The bylaws regarding the cem¬ 
etery purchase and regulation 
was introduced by Butchart. It 
provides for fencing, upkeep,and 
the charges to be made, fixing' 
the price of a plot at $10. It 
passed the "council for the final 
time. 

The bylaw regulating and lic¬ 
encing milk dealers was introduc¬ 
ed by Charters and passed the 
first reading. It fixes the licence 
fee At $25. per annum. 

The scavenging bylaw, intro¬ 
duced by Henry,passed the third 
reading, as also did the health 
bylaw, introduced by Butchart, 
and the bylaw dealing with the 
nuisance ground, introduced by 
Henry. 

The secretary was instructed 
to write to the Railroad Commis¬ 
sioners in regard to making a 
permanent railroad crossing in 
continuation of Minerva street. 

On a motion by Henry it was 
decided to hold council meetings 
on the first and third Thursdays 
of every month as long as requir¬ 
ed. Heretofore there have’ only 
been monthly meetings, but there 
is so muchTo be done that the 
council feel called upon to devote 
more time to the work.

Virtually all of the members of the 
British "tank” crews on the Somme 
front have been decorated with the 
military cross. And along with the 
report of 1 1 it- -decorations comes the 
first narrative of the sensations of a 
man within the ‘tank - ’ during an at¬ 
tack. 

A French liiachinc gunner who 
was in one of the “tanks” during 
their first use at tlic Somme writes in 
the magazine Lecture Pour Tons: 

“It sounds like a myriad of hail¬ 
stones heating aginst the window 
panes of a; moving train, when in a 
‘tank’ under infantry fire. 

"We are in the front line with out 
‘tanks,’ in little groups of crews. 
There are the crew of the Creme de 
Ment he, of the Diplodoetts, and one 
ironically styled the Bodies’ Victory. 

“Suddenly the glare of a rocket 
lights up the sky, followed • by ten 
twenty, thirty others. A- sharp whis¬ 
tle sounds strangely in our prison. 
The hour has really conic; we are to 
start. My heart, is heating violently— 
1 do’ tiot know why. One needs to, 
have ‘sea legs’ in this carcass of steel. 
•The motor system of our tank is 
gripping the soil, sticking to it, glid¬ 
ing and dragging itself along like a 
centipede. As we ndvanee the earth 
everywhere around our track is plow¬ 
ed up and thrown aside. Heavens, 
how stifling it is! 

"A hcav.y tlmil and then a flash 
over my head. Our umk is trembling 
from tot> to bottom, and has stopped 
for the eighth of a second. We have 
just tired. This perpetual rumbling 
over my head has a disturbing effect, 
the machine resounds, the air vi-

To the Women of Canada r. 

In a journey throughout the pro¬ 
vinces of Canada, from Atalntic to 
Pacific, I have had the opportunity 
of personally witnessing the splendid 
spirit and untiring work of patriotic 
women everywhere in the Dominion. 

1 am convinced that here, as in 
Great Britain, the debt which is ow¬ 
ed by the women of the Empire to 
our navy is not forgotten. ^ 

The iron hand of naval Slciniinion 
alone shields us from the ruthless- 
ness of an enemy who has not scrup¬ 
led to make war on the helpless and 
difenceless.

- Wr k how" perfectly well what 
Germany’s views are upon iiitcrna- 
tionallaw. They arc based upon the 
principle of expediency. Their 
watchword is “might makes right.” 
The working out of this principle is 
seen in invaded, outraged, ravaged, 
deported Belgium; in the, wrcck- 
rtrewn sea; in the brutal and cynical 
disregard of neutral right and non 
combatant privilege: in devastated 
Serbia; in the persecution of Christ¬ 
ian Armenia by Mohaninfcndan Tur¬ 
key; in the death in every circum¬ 
stance of horror and shame of 600,- 
000 peaceful, orderly people in Asia 
Minor, with the concentration of as 
many more in pestilential camps 
where they starve, contract discus-* 
and die. Do wc wish international 
law- written in these terms? 

The victory of England and France 
and their allies will mean a new in¬ 
ternational law in which every pre- 
seriptiont nierriful 1 and humaije, of 
the old law will he re-written and 
many more’added. In the rewriting 
of this new law, should it be devolv¬ 
ed upon these powers, wc will have 
a part.

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UNITED STATES COES TO WAR 

After what appears to certain critics to 
have been an unjustifiable waste of time, the 
United States has decided upon war with Ger¬ 
many. Strongly pro-Ally in her sentiment when 
neutral, the decision that she should stand by 
those who are fighting for liberty and democracy 
has been received enthusiastically by the Am¬ 
ericans on this side of the border, as well as by 
the whole Canadian nation. We in a district 
such as this, with its large American population 
and sentiment, have watched with interest the 
growing indignation against Germany by tbose 
of American birth. To them the news came as 
a matter of intense relief, for feeling as they 
did about the war, they could not conceive how 
the United States, the greatest democracy in 
the world, could keep out of a fight which was 
directed against ideas and ideals which were the 
very antithesis of their own. _ The seeming in¬ 
action of the United States became in time cry¬ 
stallized in the President, and i« a certain sec¬ 
tion of our journalism he was alluded to as a 
‘pussy-footer’. The President has all the while 
been the butt of the more irresponsible element; 
fortunately he is not the man to be moved by 
the surge of the moment. 

His decision for war has been one arising 
purely out of world events. From the beginning 
of the war Mr. Wilson has known that upon his 
shoulders rested one of the gravest responsibili¬ 
ties arising out of the war; and that responsi¬ 
bility was the safeguarding of the nation’s 
honour to the utmost limit of peace. It would 
have been far easier to have gone to war at the 
sinking of the ‘Lusitania’, sinbe then, time and 
again, the opportunity for hostilities has pre-

On Saturday cash wheat at Winnipeg went to 
the $2.10 mark. Prices such as these are bound 
to mean the cultivation of every available acre.'

Captain Beith Points Out What Lack 
of It Has Cost Britain 

National training for " America? 
There I am neither qualified nor en¬ 
titled to offer advice. I know the 
difficulties With which the true Amer¬ 
ican has to contend in this matter. I 
know that this vast country of yours 
is more of a continent than a coun¬ 
try, and that so long as your enor¬ 
mous tide of immigration continues 
it will be a matter of immense diffi¬ 
culty to develop a national sertse of 
personal responsibility. 

1 also know that your Middle West 
is inhabited by people, many of 
w'hom have never even seen the sea, 
who arc rendered incapable by their 
environment of realizing the immen¬ 
sity of the external dangers and I see 
liow dangerous it would be to en¬ 
force "upon them a measure which 
they regard as ridiculous. 

But on this great subject . of pre¬ 
paredness I can refer you to the case 
of my own country—not as an exam¬ 
ple, but as a warning. We were 
caught unprepared. In consequence 
we bad to sacrifice our best, our very 
best, tluL kind that can never be re- 
placetmn any country, just because 
they hurried to the rescue and al¬ 
lowed themselves to be wiped out, 
while the country behind them was 
being aroused and prepared.

Reported That Enormous Quantities 
Have Been Shipped to Cuba 

Canadians will find food for ser¬ 
ious reflection in a statem'ent sent^to 
the Department of Trade and Com¬ 
merce from Cuba by J. C, Manzer, 
who represents that department and 
the New Brunswick government 
there. He tells of the enormous 
quantities of Canadian potatoes that 
have been shipped to Havana. He 
says; 

“The arrivals of potatoes this week 
at the port of Havana amounted to 
21,508 sacks and barrels. The entire 
shipment came from New Brunswick, 
and it was necessary to put on an ad¬ 
ditional steamer from Boston in or¬ 
der to handle this large quantity, 
shipments were sold for $135,552 at 
Havana, and arc the most valuable 
Canadian shipments of potatoes that 
ever arrived in one week. 

“During the. five months ending 
January 30, when shipments of the 
1916 crop have been coming forward, 
Canada has shipped to Cuba 250,000 
sacks and barrels of potatoes, which 
were sold for upwards of $1,400,000.” 

Yet Great Britain, the allies and 
Canada herself arc short of potatoes.,

Close upon 120 sons of peers have 
so far fallen in the campaign, and 
ol this number no fewer than 62 
were heirs to titles. In some cases 
a peer has lost two heirs in succes¬ 
sion, Lord dc Blaquicrc being the 
latest to suffer this double bereave¬ 
ment, which has also fallen upon 
Lord Strathcdcn and Campbell lias 
lost son and eldest grandson. 

In a number of cases the war has 
resulted in peerages being in dang¬ 
er of extinction through the deaths 
in action of the only heirs. Unless 
action is.taken in the form of new 
creations, with special remainders, 
the marquisate of Lincolnshire and 
the baronies of Knarcsborough, 
Playfair, Kfbblesdalc, Rosmead, 

Stamfordham, St. Davids, and_dc 

Blaquicrv arc likely to lapse. 

In addition, 16 holders of peer¬ 
ages, have given their lives for the 
Empire, there being no heirs in two 
cases, those, of Lord Kestcvcn and 
Lord Llangattocw. 

One of the saddest losses in the 
peerage was the death in Germany 
Viscount Creighton shelly before 
his father, the Earl of ’ Erne, died 
in the United Kingdom, leaving a 
scven-ycar-old boy to inherit the 
honors.
